Minte is a very nice place for hunting 
game, It is a place where most of the À= 
thabascan Indians live, 
Little village with about 12 houses, 

We Indians live in log houses and use 
driftwood to keep us warm, 
winter, We cook by driftwood too. 

Tn the winter we make a living by hunt- 
ing moose, rabbits, wolf and trap mink, 
weasel, muskrat, and beaver. In the summer 
we catch fish with fishwheels and by fish- 
nets, We cannot use fish-hooks on the Tan- 
ana River because it is very muddy. 

Minte is about fifty miles east of Fair~ 
banks, In the summer we always go to Ne- 
nana for gas fer our outboard motors. Ne= 
nana is just about 30 miles up river from 
Minto. 

About ten miles back of Minte there is a 


big flat place where many game live and 


where they are born, This place, the In- 
cians call Minto Flats. Every year people 
go out to Minto Flats and kill lots of game

So far as most people of the northern 
part ef Alaska can remember dog racing. is 
the most important sport. Usually everyone 
who wins the "North Championship Rendegous" 
at Anchorage or the "North American Chanm- 
piénship" at Fairbanks would be praised and 
celled upon as the greatest dog musher for 
the year. 

But no one before Jerry Riley (from NƏ- 
nana) has gone across country to enter the 
New Hampshire championship. On November 
1261, Jerry left Fairbanks with his handler 
Charles Ned and his fifteen dogs. These 
dogs are a mixture of Siberian and Males 
mute, They were all loaded in his Ford 
truck and headed for New England. 

Before crossing country, Jerry competed 
in a perliminary race at Mt. Rose, Lake Ta- 
kee, This was a nine mile run with the 
temerature at 50 degrees above zero. He 
succseded in winning second place. On Jan- 
uary 2=3 at Tamuorth, New Hampshire, the 


first race of the season started. With 
forty other entrants Jerry raced and fin- 
ished fifth. The second day proved to be 
better than the first because he came in 
third. 

In Meredith, Hew Hampshire ae 16 = 
17 Jerry brought back the titlely winning 
both races. 

Jerry's sister Gloria, who is attending 
school here at the Institute, drove his 
dogs Last year and won a trophy at the Min- 
to deg race., Maybe racing is "hep in that
